"We simply do not have the 
money to meet the onerous terms 
of the new agreement," said 
Douglas Pratt, head of National 
City Lines, parent of the strike­ 
bound firm. 
A 3-1 vote against accepting the 
two-year agreement came after 
members of Local 234, Transport 
Workers Union, AFL-CIO, accept­ 
ed the pact by a 10-1 margin 
Friday afternoon. No new nego­ 
tiations were scheduled. 
President Quits 
The negative vote also corf 
Robert H. Slier, PTC president 
and head of the management ne­ 
gotiating team, his $48,500-a-year- 
job. Stier’s resignation was ac­ 
cepted by the executive commit­ 
tee. 
Stier said he could not explain 
his resignation, which he em­ 
phasized was not requested. He 
said he felt it was in the best 
interests of the company. "I think 
it was a matter of principle." 
The rejection caused the city to 
renew the receivership suit it 
filed against the PTC as a means 
of restoring transit service. 
Judge Charles A. Waters had 
held in abeyance a bearing on 
the city’s petition pending outcome 
of votes by the union and the 
company on the tentative agree­ 
ment.

READING, P#l (UPI) - An 
accused gambler was shot to 
death gangland-style last night 
and his sister and Alderman J.

An all-point bulletin was broad­ 
cast by police for three men seen 
speeding from the scene in a Cad­ 
illac by a woman resident of the 
street who summoned police. 
Inspector John S. Fletman link­ 
ed the slaying to the kidnaping (rf 
Donato who was arrested Dec. 16, 
1961 by Internal Revenue agents 
and charged with failure to pur­ 
chase a Federal gambling tax 


stamp. 
Donato was free in $2,500 bail 
awaiting Federal grand jury ac­ 
tion when he was kidnaped Sept. 
15, 1962, allegedly by five Phila­ 
delphia men. 
The five were arrested and giv­ 
en a hearing last; November be­ 
fore DeMott and subsequently in­ 
dicted by the Berks County grand 
jury and held in $15,000 bail each. 
Donato’s sister, Jennie, testified 
at the hearing.

Biebighauser met Mary Lynn 
last Saturday night on a blind 
date.

flicted several hours after the 
victim was strangled.

8 Negroes 
Register At 
Tulane IL 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI)-Tulane 
University admitted Negroes Fri­ 
day for the first time in its 129- 
year history and did so voluntar­ 
ily. 
Earlier, Tulane had successfully 
fought a federal court order to 
force admission of Negroes. 
A total of eight Negro educa­ 
tors teaching in the New Orleans 
area signed up for courses before 
registrations closed at 9 p.m. CST. 
White students scarcely noticed 
the Negro registrants and there 
were no incidents. 
A possibility existed that still 
more Negroes might enroll be­ 
cause a few late registrations were 
expected through next week. 
Seven of the Negroes enrolled 
for graduate courses, and were 
on the faculty of Southern Uni­ 
versity’s New Orleans branch. 
One, a New Orleans public school 
teacher, 
entered night school. 
Southern is the state Negro uni­ 
versity with the main campus in 
Baton Rouge. 
Routine registration of Negroes 
was in line with announcement 
last month by Tulane’s board of 
administrators that qualified Ne­ 
ttles would be admitted voluntar 
ily to both graduate and under 
graduate divisions. 
It was in striking contrast to 
violence that accompanied first 
racial desegregation in New Or­ 
leans public schools in 1960 and 
demonstrations last fall that fol­ 
lowed opening of Roman Catholic 
schools on a non-racial basis. 
Announcement of voluntary ad­ 
mission of Negroes came a week 
after reversal of a federal court 
order to force Tulane to admit 
than, issued last spring by Judge 
J. Skelly Wright. 
The board of administrators said 
in 1961 it intended to open the 
university of both races if it were 
legally possible. But a provision 
in the endowment of Paul Tulane, 
founder of the school as a private 
institution, stipulated the univer­ 
sity was to be for whites only. 
Also, the 1884 act of the state 
legislature changing the school 
from public to private also pro­ 
vided the school remain all white. 
Wright, as a U.S. district judge 
here before appointment to the 
federal appellate bench in Wash­ 
ington, said Tulane was sufficient­ 
ly public in nature to come under 
equal rights protection of the 14th 
Amendment.

ENGLEWOOD, N J-. (UPI) -A n 
exchange of angry words led to 
two arrests and two shots being 
fired Friday when singer Sarah 
Vaughan broke into her $50,000 
house here to pick up some stage 
gowns and ran into resistance 
from her estranged husband. 
Miss Vaughan got her gowns 
and her husband and her helper 
got arrested. A policeman who 
came along to keep the peace got 
hurt. 


Police said the singer's 34-year- 
old husband, Clyde Brooks Atkins, 
fired two shots in a scuffle with 
the man who accompanied Miss 
Vaughan to help her carry out the 
gowns.

identified as 
Preacher John Wells of 277 Am­ 
herst St., East Orange. 


Police said the shots were fired 
without injury to anyone by At­ 
kins, who used to be Miss Vaugh­ 
an’s agent. One (rf the bullets 
entered the ceiling of the plush 
house and (me entered the floor. 


The only person who was hurt 
was Patrolman Charles Tinsley, 
who was sent along when Miss 
Vaughan requested safe conduct 
into her home. She told police she 
expected trouble. 
Tinsley stood in the vestibule 
while the 38-year-old singer and 
her 34-year-old husband argued.

NEW YORK ((UPI) - Mayor 
Robert Wagner called negotiators 
in the 50-day-old newspaper shut­ 
down to city hall today, and said 
he wants to keep them talking un­ 
til they reach a settlement. 
Representatives of the publish­ 
ers and striking {Hinters agreed 
to attend the city hall meeting. 
Talks with federal mediators end­ 
ed Friday with both sides hold­ 
ing to previous positions. 
The meeting was tentatively set 
for 10:30 a.m. EST. 
Wagner said he hopes the "pres­ 
tige” of his assistance in media­ 
tion efforts will bring the two 
sides closer together. Cancelling 
ail other appointments from to­ 
day on so he can take a personal 
role in the strike, the mayor de­ 
clared: 
“No progress has been made 
towards a settlement. No results 
have taken place. ‘ I feel very 
keenly about this because it af­ 
fects our economy. 
“I will keep negotiations con­ 
tinuing here (at city hall) and 
I will keep them hero until we 
arrive at a settlement. I will ask 
them as mayor to come here and 
keep at it. I will handle it per­ 
sonally.” 
The printers’ strike against four 
dailies and the suspension of op­ 
erations at five other papers have 
idled 20.800 employes at a cost 
estimated at more than $41 mul­ 
lion. Indirect losses (rf stores, the­ 
aters and other enterprises have 
not hero calculated. 
Wagner said "no one can pre­ 
dict” the outcome of the city hall 
negotiating sessions, but added: 
"I’m always an optimist. I’m go­ 
ing to work^hard at it.”
